Dear Editor: 

Here is one for the book! In many 
issues of FLower Grower, I have noticed 
readers asking why Peruvian lilies won't 
bloom. I bought one expensive bulb four 
years ago so I made notes of every bit of 
information. 

For two years I planted and dug that 
bulb, packed it away in sawdust as fine 
as flour and replanted in May when all 
danger of frost was over. Last summer 


the bulb had increased to nine. Never 
having had a single bud, much _ less 


bloom, I was pretty well disgusted, so 
gave all away but three. These I planted 
about 5 inches deep, turned the water 
on them and made the bed muddy. Then 
in stepping across the bed I fell in. right 
on the lily, so it must have gone down 
another 3 or 4 inches. 

Within a week it was up; in another 
week all three bulbs were about a foot 
high, and the third week each bulb had 
three big blooms!

So. perhaps one has to plant and dig 
for three years and maybe fall on the 
bulbs to make them bloom.—MarcareEt 
ForMAN, Huntington, W. Va.

An Unusual Iris 





SLINKMAN 


@ Several years ago I discovered 
among my iris seedlings a tall bearded 
form with six falls and no standards, 
rather than the usual floral pattern of 
three standards and three falls. These 
are all true bearded falls arranged in 
a flat manner which gives the flowers 
the appearance of Japanese iris. 
Flower color is blue-purple, but since 
there are no standards, the inner mark- 
ings are well exposed and give a 
lighter effect. The stalks average 2 
feet in height. Although this novel 
flower form has remained unchanged

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Plant for Permanence

Climbing Hydrangea 





WENTY YEARS AGO the climbing 
hydrangea (Hydrangea petiolaris) 
was rare indeed even though it had 


heen growing in America since 1865. 
Fortunately since then, however, gar- 


deners have gradually begun to appre- 
ciate its value as a sturdy. ornamental 
clinging and commercial 
men the country have started 
propagating it. True, this vine is slow 
to start growth when young, but given a 
few years to establish itself firmly in the 
soil, 


vine, nursery- 


across 


it soon becomes a vigorous grower. 
In the forests of its native Japan, it grows 
to the tops of 80-foot trees but in culti- 
vation can easily be restrained to-a much 
lower height. Unusual as vines go, with 
its profuse white flowers borne in June, 
heart-shaped leaves and 
enthusiasm for cool shade, it is a splendid 
specimen for planting on home grounds 
where space and facilities permit. It also 
boasts. winter beauty, for although de- 
ciduous, it drops its leaves to reveal 
lovely, reddish, shredding bark. There- 
fore, never cut this vine to the ground in 
fall, as you may well do with bittersweet 
w five-leaf akebia. 

Climbing hydrangea is perfectly hardy 
as far north as Boston, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Chicago and the Pacific Northwest. 
It does equally well down to the mid- 
South, but in areas subject to long, hot 
summer droughts, it does not succeed. 

Because this plant climbs by means of 
small rootlike holdfasts, it should never 
be grown on a wooden wall of any kind. 
But on stone walls, old fences, piles of 
rock or big tree trunks, it makes itself 
completely at home and there is valued 
as one of the best clinging vines. Trees 
ideally suited to it are ones like the 
American elm, whose trunk is unencum- 


lustrous green,

bered by limbs for some distance from 
the ground. Twining vines can quickly 
strangle and eventually kill limbs or 
even trunks of many trees, but the climb- 
ing hydrangea, given a sturdy trunk with 
branches (and good soil in 
climbs the trunk without per- 
manently injuring the tree in any 
However, if you plant this vine at the 
base of an elm, remember that the 
feeding roots are very close to the 
surface and that it’s necessary to

Plant growth is now in high gear, 
green leaves are taxing roots and soil for 
all they can give. This is the time to sup- 
ply all possible aid to plants through 
added moisture, fertilizer materials and 
soil cultivation.

The Coldframe

Remove a few inches of soil and replace 
it with a mixture of topsoil, sand and 
some humus.

The best perennials for 
flowering next year are obtained from 
June sowings.

Cuttings of lilac and clematis are also 
rooted in June. They are made from the 
young soft shoots of spring growth. Con- 
siderable moisture is needed to prevent 
wilting of the cuttings. 

Keep the glass shaded and tilt the 
sash to give a little air, but not top much 
or the cuttings will dry out. Maximum 
moisture is needed. Rooting should be 
complete in three weeks. 


Soluble Fertilizer 


Any fertilizer is useless without the 
necessary moisture to convey it to the 
roots. It can only be absorbed by roots 
in liquid form. The highly concentrated 
fertilizers applied as liquids are instantly 
used. The danger lies in giving too much. 
Small doses given at weekly intervals 
are more valuable to growth than strong 
doses applied less frequently. In the 
latter case much is wasted, top heavy 
growth may be forced at the expense of 
roots or fruits. Generally. for young 
plants one tablespoon to one gallon of 
water every ten days is enough. This will 
cover a 20- to 25-foot row of plants set 
about 1 foot apart. The fertilizer can be 
poured over the leaves. Some will stick 
and be absorbed by them, but most of 
it will be taken up by the roots. For 
larger plants like raspberry bushes, 
roses and similar shrubby plants, double 
the quantity and spread it over 15 feet. 
The more leaves a plant has the more 
fertilizer will be absorbed and the less 
danger there will be of injury. 


Dry Fertilizer 


Soluble fertilizers should not rule out 
the use of dry fertilizers. These are 
valuable just as the dried animal manures 
are. Side dressings of a fertilizer like 
9-10-5, applied in a narrow band on 
each side of a row of plants or around 
individual ones, is more slowly absorbed 
than a soluble fertilizer but the effect is 
more lasting and the cost is less. For side 
dressing, one pound will give a 6-inch- 
wide band on each side of a 25- to 30- 
foot row of vegetables or flowers. Ap- 
plied around individual plants like corn, 
tomatoes, cabbage or widely spaced 
flowers like zinnias, the same amount 
will cover 20 feet depending on the size 
of the plants. Large plants will take 
one-third more than very young plants. 
Keep fertilizers 6 inches from plants. 

Full benefit of the fertilizer is obtained 
hy mixing it with the surface soil which 


should be moist. Water it in well after 
wards. The frequency of application « 
dry fertilizer depends upon the plant: 
Vegetables and flowers require fertilize 
every two weeks, roses every three week 
and the more slow growing shrub mate 
rial about twice in the season. Wit 
shrubs I find that if 5-10-5 is mixe 
three times its quantity with dried cattl 
manure and applied twice during th 


growing season, there is a better carry- 


over and a more even growth. 
Pests and Preventatives 


Insecticides and fungicides each have 
a duty to perform. Perhaps timing is 
even more important than the material 
used. Most insects are easily killed dur- 
ing certain stages, usually the larval 
stage, or when they are hatched out and 
have just begun to feed. Borer insects, 
hatched on the outside of the plant are 
vulnerable before they enter the plant. 

Fungicides are used to control plant 
diseases such as black spot and mildew. 
Most of these are troublesome in moist 
rather than dry weather. A period of 
rain or fog can ruin a rose garden in a 
short time unless preventive 
are used. Fungus spores start on the leaf 
surface and after penetration, which oc- 
curs within a few hours, reinfection is set 
up. A good fungicide applied before a 
rain is worth 20 put on several days later. 

So many and varied are the materials 
available that the gardener must obey 
one rule. Read the label. Follow direc- 
tions carefully as to quantity and time of 
application. Systematic, weekly applica- 
tions give the best results.

Inseet Miners 


Most insect miners are active in June. 
The birch leaf miner has been giving 
much trouble in recent years. To date 
the best material is Lindane. This seems 
to give control at any strength. (One 
teaspoonful of 25 per cent Lindane to one 
gallon of water is ample.) There are 
several generations of birch leaf miners 
from late June until late summer so it is 
necessary to repeat the applications in 
late June and again about mid-July. The 
borers prefer the young leaves. July leaf 
growth is more susceptible than the older 
leaves. Late summer borers seem to be 
less troublesome. 

Boxwood leaf miner can be controlled 
by using DDT. One application is usually 
enough. Holly leaf miner is best con 
trolled by Black Leaf 40, two tablespoons 
ful and one cupful of soap flakes i 
three gallons water. 


Insect Mites 


While DDT has been most valuable in 
the control of many insects, it has un 
fortunately encouraged the spread o 
mites, those. minute insects that invad« 
inaccessible places such as the scales o! 
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bucs. Spruce mites are most trouble- 
some. They attack arborvitae, hemlock, 
cedir and other evergreens as well as 
sprice. A number of agents called miti- 
cides are used as controls. Best for gen- 
era. use is one called Ovotran mixed two 
tea~poonfuls to one gallon of water. Be- 
gin applying. it in early June and con- 
tinue every two weeks in midsummer. 


Lacebugs 


| acebugs attack azaleas, rhododendron 
and mountain laurel. When infested, these 
plants take on a grayish mottled appear- 
ance and become disfigured by the latter 
part of summer. Control by two table- 
spoonsful Black Leaf 40 and ¥% cupful 
of soap flakes in three gallons of water. 
This is applied with pressure to the 
undersides of the leaves. Two applica- 
tions given two ‘weeks apart. the first at 
the beginning of June. will clear up lace- 
gs on rhododendrons. Two more appli- 
cations in late July will take care of 
azaleas. 

Andromeda or Pieris japonica lace- 
hug is different from those which attack 
azaleas and rhododendrons, It may be no- 
ticed from May until October and will 
badly disfigure andromedas. So far. the 
best protection is Lindane. although 
Chlordane has given good control. The 
same strength Lindane suggested for the 
birch borer is recommended for this lace- 
hug. Andromeda shows the same grayish 
mottling as azaleas. Give applications 
every two weeks until late August. 


Dahlias 


Over most of our northern area, June 
is the accepted time for planting dahlias 
either from young plants raised from 
seeds or cuttings or from roots. The 
latter should be divided before planting. 
Setting out a whole clump does not give 
the best flowers. One or two roots with 
about two buds or eyes give the best re- 
sults. But dahlias like a well prepared 
soil enriched with manure or compost 
and not too much fertilizer until the 
plants have made a good start. Active 
chemical fertilizers in any quantity near 
roots may cause damage and most of it 
would be wasted anyway. 

The heat of midsummer is not favor- 
able to goed dahlia development. These 
plants make their best growth in late 
summer and early autumn. But moisture 
is essential during the hot weather. Use 
goo! firm roots with plump eyes and set 
then 6 imches deep. Cover with a few 
inches of soil and gradually fill in the 
res! as growth develops. If large types 
are used, set a stake at planting time. The 
roo! will be injured if this is inserted 
later. Three-foot spacing is best for all 
except the small pompons and singles; 
give these 2 feet. When the shoots of 
the ‘arge types have made several leaves.

The 1954 winners of rosedom’s “Os- 
car,” the All-America Rose Award, are 
the magnificent new floribunda Lilibet 
and the hybrid tea Mojave. In two years 
of rigid testing in 20 A.A.R.S. trial gar- 
dens, the two proved their all-round 
superiority over all other new varieties 
entered in the 15th annual All-America 
rose trials. 

Lilibet, which commemorates the child- 
hood nickname of Queen Elizabeth II, 
is an enchanting dawn pink floribunda 
with a pronounced spicy fragrance. Its 
soft, cluster-bouquets borne continually 
above vigorous, well-formed foliage 
make it a model rose. Flowers are also 
occasionally borne singly. 

Although at a distance it appears a 
uniform rose pink, closer inspection re- 
veals shadings of several clear pink tones. 
Before the calyx breaks, the uniquely 
high-centered and symmetrical buds are 
Empire red but rapidly turn pink as the 
petals unfold. The leathery foliage is 
bronze green when new, turning a deép 
glossy green, and boasts better-than-aver- 
age disease resistance. 

Mojave, a hybrid tea with a pleasing 
fragrance, derives its name from the 
rich bright colors of the Painted Desert. 
A glowing apricot-orange highlighted 
with nasturtium red, scarlet and _ ver- 
milion tints, it appears even more radiant 
when placed under artificial light. The 
large, double flowers have about 25 
petals, which unfold from a long, slender 
bud. Nearly every bloom is borne singly 


on a long, straight stem, making this rose 
ideal for cutting. The plant is tall and 
upright and covered with large, 
foliage. True orange roses are rare in- 
deed, and Mojave is the very finest to 
date. 

Both of these new roses, the end result 
of some six years’ work of hybridizers 
who discarded thousands of 
in the process, will be available 
leading nurserymen for fall planting, 
but supply this year will be limited. 

The All-America title is the most im- 
portant honor which can be awarded 
to roses in this country. To achieve it, 
new varieties must compete with the 
best new rose introductions of the United 
States and Europe in two-year tests in 
A.A.R.S. trial gardens. The 20 gardens 
are located in various sections of the 
United States in order to provide the 
greatest variation in soil and climate. 
During the testing period, each plant is 
carefully checked and scored on some 
13 different points, including hardiness, 
disease resistance, fragrance, flower form 
and color. At the end of the testing. the 
total scores are submitted to the National 
Rose Jury, which compiles data from all 
the trial gardens,

West Coast 
Gardening 






By LESTER ROWNTREE 





NE of June’s paramount garden 
| jobs on the West Coast is the set- 





tling in of summer seedlings, ‘or 
drought is just around the corner. In 
many Pacific Coast climates early June 
marks the end of planting until] autumn. 
Keep small plants growing by mulching, 
weeding and watering them. A happy 
life for the young is as important in the 
vegetable kingdom as in the animal 
kingdom. 

A mulch can be a commercial mate- 
rial such as peat or redwood fiber, or it 
can be something off the place. We now 
know better than to burn leaves, and in- 
stead, use these valuable vouchsafements 
as mulch or in the compost. Pine needles 
are splendid for mulching tomatoes and 
chard; leaves raked from under persim- 
mon trees are useful, too. But don’t 
cuddle your.mulch close to eggplants or 
onions for they manage best without it. 











Southern California 






In my early gardening days the lovely 
Spanish iris, bulbs of which came a dime 
a dozen. was the poor man’s orchid. 
Since then the poor man has had his 
orchid changed many times by economic 
conditions. At present it is the epiphyl- 
lum, although this doesn’t mean that 
epiphyllums are inexpensive. If you feel 
epiphyllum enthusiasm coming on. get 
quickly to a grower. for the blooms will 
soon be over. An epiphyte is a plant 
which gets most of its moisture from the 
air, and these epiphytes of the cactus 
family can be grown in many _ ways. 

In the Southland garden, Epiphyllum 
oxypetalum, from Mexico and South 
America, is lovely growing up into trees 
where its large creamy white blooms ex- 
pand at night. Many epips are grown 
indoors and some gardeners find the best 
way is to plunge the pots into raised 
beds and juggle the flowering plants into 
position as needed. This is one plant 
that doesn’t become rootbound—a small 
container is better than a large one. 
Drainage is important so be sure there is 
a large hole in the bottom of the con- 
tainer. Grow plants in equal parts of 
well cured manure, peatmoss and decom- 
posed granite. Overfeeding induces «'s- 
ease.

PRING is over in the South and sum- 
S mer is almost here. Sow seeds or 

put out plants of summer- and fall- 
blooming stocks and set out other small 
plants to cover bulb beds. Bonemeal 
should be spread over all bulb plantings 
as soon as the bulb flowers fade. Never 
cut off the green leaves; if you do, there 
will be no flowers next year. 


TAKE CUTTINGS from shrubs as you 
prune them. Cut off all leaves and use 
only the hardwood stems. Tie the cut- 
tings in bundles and place them in a 


trench where water can be supplied 


| easily. When new leaf buds show, root- 
| ing will have started and the cuttings can 


be lifted and planted. Cuttings of ever- 


| greens should be rooted individually. 


Slant the stems in a trench in half shade 
and keep watered. Layering is possible 
with hawthorn, climbing roses and other 
low-growing plants. It’s always fun to 
see small new plants develop from old. 


ROSES need care now. Remove dead 
flowers as they fade and keep tall shoots 
cut down. New stems with flower buds 
will continue to develop, if this is done. 
Spray for insects with nicotine sulphate, 
one part to 40. It is an easy way to dis- 
courage aphids. Visit nurseries and dis- 
play gardens to see the new roses in 
bloom and plan to buy new plants in 
fall. Mission Bells and Fashion are 
among the loveliest in my collection. 


SUMMER LILIES are charming and 
can still be put out. Zephyranthes 
grandiflora (Z. carinata) is called the 
rain and thunder lily here because its 
soft rose blossoms appear after every 
rain. It is dainty and beautiful anywhere. 
Lycoris radiata is the fall-blooming spider 
lily that entirely disappears from view 
during the summer months. Later its 
stems reappear, without the foliage, 
each tipped with a fine cluster of beauti- 
ful flowers. In spring, foliage marks the 
location of the bulbs, but later stakes 
will be needed to protect them from un- 
intentional damage while digging. 


PLUMBAGO CAPENSIS is another 
worth-while summer flower. It makes 
wide clumps that live from year to year 
unless you allow winter cold to cut them 
down. The beautiful sky blue flowers 
give a fine touch to red and pink crepe 
myrtles and roses. 

The mountains are covered with moun- 
tain laurel and the heavy sprays of 
creamy white pepper bush. Crepe myrtle 
is everywhere and will continue blossom- 
ing until September.»

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Plants and Birds

Apparently among chipping sparrows too 
the female of the species has the last word. 


HILE some birds nest as early as 
January and others have their 
last ‘broods in autumn, the maxi- 


mum breeding efforts of most of them 
occur in June. Many species like to hide 
their treasures in the dense vegetation of 
evergreens used in foundation plantings, 
hedges or as lawn specimens. Among 
these is the chipping sparrow. 

This sociable little bird is one of the 
most delightful and useful inhabitants of 
our gardens. Most domestic of all native 
sparrows, it approaches the dwellings of 
man with quiet confidence and frequently 
builds its nest and rears its young under 
the very noses of the human tenants in 
nearby houses. 

Chippy is an early riser, often singing 
before the robin and thus leading the 
morning chorus. Its reiterated chipping 
is a simple, monotonous, soothing chant 
sung hour after hour with the enthusi- 
asm and abandon. of the most 
plished musician. Either sex of the chip- 
ping sparrow may be identified in the 
field by the bright, chestnut brown cap, 
black bill and the black line throug! 
the eye, which (in good light) sets off 
strikingly the white line over it. One 
of the bird’s common names, hairbird, 
refers to its habit of lining its grass-and- 
root nest with coarse hair. Convincing 
evidence of the bird’s fondness for horse 
hair is the fact that it has often bee: 
noted visiting the village dump and pul/- 
ing this material from the stuffing of dis- 
carded automobile cushions. The bir 
skillfully conceals its nest near the ce! 
tral stem in the dense growth of an eve! 
green such as the yew at a height, usually 
of 2 to 5 feet.

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ably the most useful, esthetic and tolerant 
of all evergreens is the Japanese yew, 
Taxus cuspidata, with its many forms 
and varieties. This plant is a tree, but 
nursery practice has erroneously desig- 
nated the tree form as Taxus cuspidata | 
capitata and the vase-shaped, lower-grow- 
ing form as Taxus cuspidata. 

The rich, dark green foliage of Japa- 
nese yew remains uniform in coloring 
throughout the year, and the pistillate 
or female plants are handsome in autumn 
with scarlet, berry-like fruits. The flesh | 
part of the fruit is insipidly sweet, a 
great favorite of children and birds, and 
nonpoisonous. But the seeds are toxic, 
especially when crushed. 

Japanese yews are tolerant of extremes 
of climate and do nicely in rocky soil in 
either sun or light shade. Being of dense 
habit and standing hard clipping well, 
they make good hedge plants and are ex- 
cellent for any form of topiary work. 
While they may be pruned at any time of 
year, I prefer to prune in spring on the 
new growth. In this way, no ugly stubs fF, 
result and the hedge will not have a too | ¥ 
formal sheared appearance. And such 
spring pruning usually can be completed 
before it becomes disturbing to breeding 


birds. |

Delightful rose garden at Breeze Hill, 


Breeze Hill's 
44th birthday 


It was just 44 years ago this month that 
the well-known rosarian Dr. J. Horace 
McFarland (a monthly contributor to 
Flower Grower for some 25 years) ac- 
quired the 2¥%-acre tract in Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania, which he subsequently de- 
veloped into one of the best-known gar- 
dens of America. The Breeze Hill Gar- 
dens are now the test gardens of the J. 
Horace McFarland Company, horticul- 
tural color printers, and both the All- 
America Flower Seed and Rose Trials 
are regularly conducted there. Today 
finds these gardens continuing exactly as 
they were before Dr. McFarland’s death 
41% years ago, with the welcome mat 
still out for visitors. 

The gardens’ 44-year history is an in- 
teresting one. They were first developed 
as a setting for the old mansion house on 
Dr. McFarland’s newly acquired quarter- 
of-a-circle acreage, which he called his 
“piece of pie.” Fruits. vegetables and 
flowers (with roses the favorites) were 
grown. Gradually Breeze Hill came to 
include the unique plant laboratory of 
Mt. Pleasant Press, which increased in 
usefulness until it crowded out all else 
and the main function of the garden then 


| became the providing of first-hand, attrac- 


tive pictures and accurate information on 
new, salable garden subjects. 
A wide variety of flowers and shrubs is 


| to be found at Breeze Hill, although the 


main accent is still on roses. There are 


| some 3,000 rose bushes in more than 800

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HOW TO USE THE NEW HIGH ANALYSIS SOLUBLE PLANT FOODS 


The switch to high analysis, quickly 
soluble, complete plant foods by thou- 
sands of gardeners and commercial 
growers of food and ornamental plants 
in recent years is an outstanding develop- 
ment of twentieth century agriculture. 
Oddly enough, with but a few exceptions, 
the manufacturers of these concentrated 
plant foods first offered them as supple- 
ments rather than substitutes for the dry 
fertilizers like 5-10-5. 

I believe the following factors, in addi- 
tion to extensive advertising, account for 
the increased popularity of the high 


analysis, quickly soluble plant foods: 

1. They are quickly available to plants 
either through roots, bark or leaves, de- 
pending on how they are applied. Plants

respond more quickly, thus enabling the 
vardener to see improvements sooner. 

2. They are easy and pleasant to han- 
dle. Most of them are sold in dry form, 
a few as concentrated liquids but they 
all must either be dissolved or diluted in 
water before use. They are practically 
odorless—those of us who have worked 
with animal manures really appreciate 
tiis characteristic. 

3. They are more efficient and hence 
tiere is less waste. Dr. S. H. Wittwer of 
Michigan State College found that one 
cunce of liquid phosphorus applied to 
tie leaves of a plant will do the work 
‘f 16 ounces applied to the soil. The 
‘hosphorus in the concentrates is in a

form more readily available to plants 
than the phosphorus found in super- 
phosphate or in dry mixed plant foods 
containing superphosphate. 

4. They can be distributed more evenly 
than dry fertilizers and can be applied 
at times when the size of the crops or 
the season prevents applications of dry 
fertilizers. - 

In short, their use fits in more closely 
with our modern way of doing things— 
getting more done with less drudgery. 

High analysis plant foods are more 
expensive, but that’s because some of 
the ingredients, particularly the in- 
stantly soluble phosphates. are more ex- 
pensive than the ingredients used in dry 
fertilizers. Moreover, practically every 
particle in them is usable—they contain 
no fillers or other inert materials. Pack- 
aging them in neat, easily handled con- 
tainers also adds to their cost. 


How to Use Coneentrates 


At this season the concentrates, when 
dissolved or diluted in water, can be 
used to great advantage in any of sev- 
eral ways. 

1. As a transplanting solution around 
newly set plants. The usual dilution is a 
tablespoon of the concentrated salts dis- 
solved in a gallon of water. A cupful of 
this diluted solution is poured around 
each newly set tomato, pepper, celery or 
annual or perennial flowering plant. 
Larger plants will take several gallons 
of nutrient solution. Treated plants sur- 
vive transplanting shock better and go 
on to make vigorous growth more quickly. 

2. As a starter solution to be applied 
to seeds as sown. This is two or three 
times stronger than the transplanting 
solution, or two or three tablespoonsful 
per gallon of water. Use a cupful for 
each foot of row before the soil is filled 
over the seeds. When pouring the liquid. 
be careful not to wash light seeds out of 
the furrow. 

3. As a booster solution over the soil 
around already established, partly grown 
plants to boost their growth or hasten 
their maturity and increase yields. This 
is the same strength as the starter solu- 
tion. The number of applications varies 


with the crop. Long-season vegetables 


like tomatoes and eggplants and certain 
flowers and shrubs require two to three 
applications, two, five and eight weeks 
after the plants are set out. 

4. As foliage sprays. They are used 
in more dilute strengths than the others, 
the exact amount varying with the brand 
used. The usual dilution is a level table- 
spoonful in a gallon of water, or a pound 
in 44 gallons of water. The number of 
applications varies with the crop. long- 
season ones requiring more. About one 
spraying every three weeks is usually 
recommended. 

Foliage nutrient sprays should be ap- 
plied either with a pressure sprayer or 
with one of the specially designed fer- 
tilizer spray guns available. The latter 
have a siphoning device and are at- 
tached to the garden hose. For best 
results, the nutrient sprays should be 
applied either in early morning or in 
the evening and the leaves, particularly 
their lower surfaces, thoroughly drenched 
with the spray. 

Gardeners are cautioned that not all 
fertilizers which are quickly soluble in 
water are necessarily safe to spray on 
leaves. All those recommended as foliage 
sprays, however, can safely be used 
around the roots. The manufacturer will 
state clearly on the label whether his 
product can be used in foliage sprays. 

Most of the concentrates safe to use 
as foliage sprays can be combined with 
the newer organic pesticides such as

Oak Wilt Fungus on Chestnut 


The recent report that two researchers 
had succeeded in infecting young Ameri- 
can chestnut (Castanea dentata) with the 
oak wilt fungus. Endoconidiophora faga- 
cearum, suggests that history is repeating 
itself, but in reverse order. 

Nearly a half century ago when the 
chestnut blight fungus, Endothia -para- 
sitica, was raging unchecked through 
the eastern United States, research ‘work- 
ers found that the blight fungus was also 
capable of infecting dead or dying white, 
black and chestnut oaks. 

On chestnut. the blight fungus attacks 
only the above-ground parts, leaving the 
roots unaffected. This accounts for the 
presence even today of young chestnut 
sprouts in woods throughout the eastern

Handy Conversion Chart 


Too frequently gardeners find it dif- 
ficult to follow directions in gardening 
bulletins on using dry fertilizers and 
lime because the amounts are given in 
tons per acre or pounds per 1,000 square 
feet. Unless mathematically inclined, 
some gardeners cannot easily convert 
these weights into measures needed for 
their small plots or for single rows or 
even for single plants. 

Charles E. Kellogg. head soil scientist 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, has prepared Leaflet Number 
307 which makes the conversions for the 
oft-confused gardener. using the com- 
mon household measurements of pints. 
cups. tablespoons and teaspoons. The 
six-page leaflet is available for a nickel 
from the Superintendent of Documents,

ton 25, D. C. 


Clover Mites in Homes 


Based on requests for information I 
have received in recent months, it ap- 
pears that we must add clover mites, 
Bryobia praetiosa, to the list of house- 
hold pests. These tiny, 3/100-inch-long, 
reddish brown members of the spider 
family migrate into dwellings in large 
numbers in late summer and early fall. 
Although they cause no damage in homes 
and are not supposed to feed on man or 
pets, I know of several cases of skin rash 
on children and adults attributed to them. 

David H. Brannon, Extension Entomo- 
logist at Washington State College, rec- 
ommends spraying odorless, white kero- 
sene directly on the mites as well as in 
cracks and other areas in which they 
hide. Also effective are sprays containing 
chlordane or pyrethrum in_ kerosene. 
Kerosene-based sprays should not be used 
near open flames or on plants. 

To prevent re-entry into homes, out- 
side window and door sills as well as the 
lawn and fruit trees near the house 
should be sprayed with Aramite as di- 
rected by the manufacturer.

The bearded types offer 


every color in the rainbow 


by ROSALIE CLAIRE TEMPEST 


Every color in the rainbow is represented among the many shades and 
variations of our modern bearded iris. Even jewel tones are to be found— 
amber. topaz. amethyst, ruby, garnet, opal, coral, pearl—names whose very 
sound and association breathe a touch of fairlyland beauty. The luscious blooms 
of this hardy plant appear in a multitude of breath-taking forms and color 
from May to June, some varieties blooming again in fall. The heights vary 
from 1 to 4 feet. 

But gardeners were not always blessed with so wide a variety. Iris first 
appeared on the historical scene in an Egyptian tomb bas-relief of 1500 B.C. 
The form was that known today as oncocyclus. an iris native to Palestine. The 
Biblical reeds and flags of the river Nile. where the infant Moses was said to 
have been hidden, were the yellow water iris. now called Iris pseudacorus and 
still used around pools and in other moist situations. In the Middle Ages iris 
appeared again as the fleur-de-lis of France. a contraction of “Flower of Louis,” 
much used in French heraldry. An early white form known as Iris albicans was 
particularly popular with Mohammedans and was used extensively in orna- 
menting the graves of their dead. That iris followed Moslems halfway around 
the world, across northern Africa into Spain, and was subsequently carried 
by the Spanish into Mexico and the New World. 

Thus the shores of the Mediterranean and the area eastward through Asia 
Minor into China have provided the ancestors of our modern iris. In the 
Mediterranean region iris were grown not only for their garden value, but also 
for medicinal purposes. The powdered orris root of I. florentina was highly 
prized as a perfume in cosmetics and was also believed to possess certain 
medicinal properties. 

At that time there were two predominant species—I. pallida and I. variegata. 
The former was a native of Dalmatia, with tall stems and violet-blue flowers; 
the latter, a native of the Balkans, shorter-stemmed and with yellow blooms 
whose falls were striped with brown or purple. Iris pallida has given us 
the lavender tones; the yellows we owe to variegata. Incidentally, I. pallida 
dalmatica is known to have been in cultivation prior to 1600, was later 
catalogued as Princess Beatrice and can still be found in many gardens— 
prized not only for its lovely clear lavender color, but also for its delightful 
fragrance. On the other hand, Iris variegata seems to have disappeared in the 
mists of time, leaving only its color influence upon later generations of iris. 

About the middle of the 19th century a Frenchman named M. Lémon began 
to breed iris, and in 1840 listed some hundred varieties. He [SEE PAGE 87]

SIBERIAN IRIS 


by FRED W. CASSEBEER (N.Y.) 


Siberian iris are the answer to a weary gardener’s dream. 
Dramatic in color effect, yet undemanding in soil or cultural 
requirements, they provide abundant bloom with a minimum 
of effort. What is more, they are virtually insect- and 
disease-proof. 

The graceful Siberian iris flowers are perched like color- 
ful butterflies atop slender, reedlike stalks which often grow 
waist high. While the blossoms are relatively small—3 to 4 
inches in diameter—they make up in number what they 
lack in size. producing a generous splash of color wherever 
used. Flower colors range from pure white through the 
deepest shades of blue, rich purple and even magenta. 

Siberian iris are used most frequently in clumps in front

of shrubbery, with other plants in perennial borders. as 
hedge rows, near pools or alone in colorful mass plantings. 
They are exceptionally lovely when used as companion 
plants to oriental poppies. Their narrow. glasslike foliage 
is in sharp contrast to that of the poppies and their flower 
colors are equally complementary. The rich purple Siberian 
Caesar’s Brother planted with pink oriental poppy Helen 
Elizabeth and blue Siberian Mountain Lake or white Snow- 
crest with any of the bright red or scarlet poppies are ex- 
quisite combinations. 

Like many other iris, Siberians should be planted in full 
sunlight. They are equally at home in dry or moist locations 
and in practically all types of reasonably good garden soil. 

Since Siberian iris grow more slowly than the tall bearded 
type, it is usually advisable to plant either large divisions 
or small clumps such as are furnished by most dealers, 
instead of single roots. The long, fibrous roots are densely 
matted and resemble those of many perennials rather than 
the rhizomes of other iris. In fact, the best time to plant 
Siberian iris is in September or early October. when other 
perennials are moved. ; 

Before setting out your plants, spade the soil and enrich 
it with a littlke humus and any good grade of commercial! 
garden fertilizer. It is well to protect newly planted Siber- 
ians for the first winter with a light covering such as excel- 
sior or salt hay. The gardener should not expect many 
flowers the first season, but thereafter the clumps will be- 
come larger and more floriferous with each passing year. 

Since Siberian iris can be left undisturbed seven or eight 
years. they should be planted with a view to permanence. 
They are gross feeders, needing an occa- [SEE PAGE 78] 
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JAPANESE | 


IRIS 


by STANLEY ANDERSON (Ore.) 


Would you like to have your garden attract the attention 
of all who pass by? If so, plant Japanese iris, Iris kaemp- 
feri. This large, graceful iris comes into bloom in late 
May, June or July, depending upon the section of the coun- 
try, just as the last tall bearded iris have faded and English 
iris are in final blossom. Japanese iris then hold the breath- 
taking spotlight for three to six weeks. 

Their flowers vary from comparatively small blooms, 4 to 
5 inches in diameter, to giants measuring | foot across when 
grown under ideal conditions. The average size of most 
varieties is 7 to 10 inches. Single flowers have three large 
sepals or falls and three much smaller, usually upright 
petals or standards, So-called double Japanese iris differ 
only in respect to their standards which are almost as large 
as the falls and lie upon them giving the appearance of 
6-petal flowers. The few true double varieties have pompon- 
like centers formed by many modified accessory petals. 

With the exception of pure yellow, most of the iris hues 
are found in Japanese iris. This seems ironic because a 
striking feature of most varieties is the bright yellow spear 
or signal on the haft, the inner narrow portion of each floral 
segment. These iris have been bred for at least 500 years 
and even yet a yellow flower is a wish of hybridizers. In 
addition to uniform colors, many bizarre and fascinating 
color patterns unknown to other iris are displayed. For 
those who delight in the delicate pink, orchid and lavender 
tones. they are perhaps unequalled. The strong solid colors 
include rich velvety purples from amaranth to deepest vio- 
let. reds from rosy purple to deepest shades of crimson and 
blues from soft azure to dark navy. To some fanciers the 
multicolored varieties are most intriguing of all. They are 
usually classified as veined, marbled and picotee or stippled 
types. Many are exotic and fantastically beautiful. Still 
another color pattern is described as variegated by Japanese 
and striated by American authorities. 

Contrary to the belief of some that this iris must be grown 
in or near water, the largest American and Japanese grow- 
ers maintain big commercial stocks in dry fields with irriga- 
tion only if rainless periods occur before the blooming 
season. After flowering, the plants require no more water 
than other perennials. However, abundant moisture from 
early spring until the blooms appear is necessary for maxi- 
mum performance. Your climate will determine just how 
much additional moisture you must supply. In the Pacific 
and Atlantic coastal belts and regions bordering the Great 
Lakes where annual rainfall is heaviest, vigorous growth 
and typical flowers may be expected with little or no addi- 
tional water. But where humidity is low during spring and 
summer, constant attention to moisture supply is imperative. 
Lack of water during the growing period will affect the 
flower size to an amazing degree. A variety growing under 
ideal conditions may produce 12-inch flowers on 5- to 6-foot 
stems.

RIL IRIS 


by CLARA MAY FREDERICK (Ohio) 


Can you imagine flowers speckled and veined, in lilac- 
pink, scarlet-bronze, greenish white, maroon, even gray and 
black? These are the exotic oncocyclus and regelia iris 
which are called aril iris because their seeds have prominent 
white arils or collars. To some iris fanciers and discrimi- 
nating gardeners, they are the bluebloods of the flower 
world. 

Not only are the colors of these iris incomparable; their 
forms are unique. Iris susiana, an oncocyclus, is _ball- 
shaped with perfectly domed standards, fully balanced by 
smaller, recurved, almost black falls. The regelia Iris 
korolkowi is just the opposite. Its standards are pointed 
and the falls almost straight hanging. It is truly a picture 
in perpendicular design, with veining in both standards and 
falls adding to the effect. 

If you live in the Southwest, with a climate similar to 
that of their native arid regions in the Near East, onco 
and regelia iris are naturals for you. Your climate meets 
their exacting cultural requirements. But anyone in the 
United States can grow aril iris in pots or tubs by creating 
artificially the necessary environment. 

In preparing soil to pot aril iris, two factors will deter- 
mine success or failure. The first is perfect drainage; the 
second, alkalinity. Pot the rhizomes in well-crocked pots 
during late November. Use rather heavy soil made up of 
three parts clay loam, two parts sand and one-half part 
small charcoal pieces. To this mixture, add enough lime 
to make an alkaline reaction. In sections of the Midwest 
where soil is slightly alkaline, a thin dusting over the sur- 
face of the pot is sufficient. But if rhododendrons grow 
naturally in your region, you will need more lime. 

Only bonemeal or some other slowly available, low- 
nitrogen fertilizer should be used when the rhizomes are 
potted. Avoid fast-acting fertilizers since you do not wish 
to encourage fall growth. 

After potting, your oncos and regelias are ready to be 
put to bed for the winter. Plunge the pots in a sunny, well 
drained spot. Some varieties invariably upset the schedule 
and put out new growth in early winter. This growth 
should be thickly mulched with some light material which 
will not pack, such as straw or excelsior. Gradually remove 
the mulch after the last hard frost so the tender shoots 
harden naturally. 

When the bud stalks appear in May, which is about a 
month before those of the tall bearded varieties appear, feed 
with liquid fertilizer to help the plants gain strength for 
next year’s flowers. Since you want flowers. not just foliage. 
a 3-12-12 fertilizer (or one suitable for potatoes) is better 
than one with a high nitrogen content. More fertilizer and 
another smaller application of lime should be worked in 
around the plants right after flowering. 

Lift the plants about the first of July even if some green 
growth remains and set them in a coldframe. Or, simp]; 


set them in any sunny spot and cover with [Seer PAGE 77]

LOUISIANA TRIS 


by CLAUDE W. DAVIS (La.) 


One of the most brilliant stars to blaze across the floral 
horizon in recent years is the Louisiana native iris. For 
centuries it has been a denizen of Gulf Coast swamps and 
bogs. admired for its airy grace and beauty but unappreci- 
ated as a suitable upland garden subject. True, a few 
pioneer collectors found rare specimens and gave them 
garden culture. But it took the publications of the eminent 
botanist John K. Small, who explored Louisiana’s iris fields 
during the 1920’s. to bring these wildings to the attention 
of flower lovers throughout the country. 

Today. Louisiana iris are enjoyed in thousands of gardens 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific and from Canada to the 
Gulf. The Society for Louisiana Irises, organized by a hand- 
ful of collectors and friends in 1941 for the promotion of a 
common hobby, has steadily grown to more than 200 mem- 
bers in 24 states. One of the most enthusiastic members and 
growers lives in South Australia. 

Each spring dozens of ardent collectors make the annual 
trek to swamps in search of new varieties. The most recent 
activity to catch the fancy of these iris enthusiasts is hy- 
bridization and the production of new clones from seed. 
While there are only 15 commercial breeders and nursery- 
men listed with the society, most members have learned the 
art of cross pollination and methods of germinating the 
seed. The majority of collected clones are natural hybrids 
and great variation is obtained with plants grown from 
open-pollinated seed. John Small named and described 
nearly 100 clones which he discovered and presumed to be 
species, but the varieties which have been named and regis- 
tered with the American Iris Society in recent years approxi- 
mate 1,000 and the unnamed seedlings in gardens of ama- 
teur breeders are legion. 

There are four main types of wild iris found in Louisiana. 
One of these, Iris virginica, which grows in low places in 
pine flats, cannot be claimed exclusively by the state since 
it and related forms are found widely scattered from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf. The strap-like leaves are 24 to

30 inches in height, with pale blue flowers showing just 
above the top of the foliage. Occasionally a white-flowered 
form will be found, and even more rarely, a light lavender to 
pink. Iris virginica has not been successfully crossed with 
other species and varieties of the “Louisianas.” 

The magnificent, tall blues of the coastal marshes, just 
above brackish water, are the species Iris giganticaerulea. 
They are dubbed G. C.’s for short by native fans. The 
flower scapes are frequently 5 to 6 feet tall, with huge 
blossoms which rival or surpass the Japanese iris in size. 
Color mutations have been collected with flowers of white. 
These are greatly prized and increased in upland gardens.

DWARE

Dwarf iris have an indispensable place in our gardens. 
Their low height, early bloom, hardiness and modest cul- 
tural needs make them favored members of the iris family 
in which they fill the gap for plants of dwarf stature. 

We have long associated dwarf iris with rock gardens, 
neglecting such ideal situations as perennial borders, ter- 
raced walls, borders along familiar paths, drifts in the 
wild garden or individual doorstep plantings. They are 
particularly effective grown about a foot from the grass 
at the front of borders. one variety to a small clump, and 
about a foot apart. There they furnish a parade of color 
for the early season and settle down into a nice green edg- 
ing for the remainder of the year. 

What sort of growing conditions do dwarf iris need? 
Their main requirements are good drainage and sunshine. 
Dwarfs cannot stand wet feet. They do appreciate some 
compost around their roots and respond to a little care in 
dividing every couple of years, but they are not fussy. 

In the past the season of bloom was short and the 
color range restricted to yellow and purple shades. Most 
varieties were derivatives of Iris chamaeiris. of which 
SounpD Money, Tony and HArpor Licuts are excellent 
examples. They bloomed late, at the end of the normal

dwarf season, which was usually from mid-April to Ma 
and the flowering period was naturally short. 

With the development of I. pumila and its hybrids, tl 
dwarf season has been extended by about three weeks. 
Not only do these forms bloom earlier, they are smaller 
and daintier, with a wider color range and are unbelievably 
free-flowering. Varieties of this type are: SuLINA, deep 
violet:. NANA, a reddish blend; Carpatuta, yellow; and 
Apri Morn, blue, a rare color in dwarfs. 

Shortly after the I. pumila varieties start blooming, the 
I. pumila-hybrids come in with a crescendo of color, rep- 
resenting the finest achievements in dwarf breeding. Of 
the older varieties of this type, AzUREA, ATROVIOLACEA 
and Birtora are still worthy of a place in your garden 
Newer available introductions are: VioLet Gem, clear rich 
violet; ALINDA, rosy red-purple; BLur Bano, blue bitone; 
and Primus, the first and only true variegata in dwarfs, 
with yellow standards and reddish falls edged in yellow. 

A new dwarf iris type has been developed recently from 
a cross of I. chamaeiris with I. flavissima (I. arenaria). 
Known as arenaria hybrids, they bloom with the chamae- 
iris type and are about 8 inches high. They are distin- 
guished by wide horizontal falls, rather open standards, 
narrower leaves and more slender stems. The flowers come 
from a terminal cluster of two buds, whereas in I. pumila 
and I. chamaeiris, there is a single terminal flower. 

These arenaria hybrids represent a new color class not 
yet fully explored. Paul Cook of Bluffton, Indiana, gave 
us TAMPA, the reddest red in dwarfs; KEEPSAKE, a bright 
yellow; and just recently Promise, the nearest thing to 
true pink. Robert Hill of Lafontaine, Kansas, produced 
Tiny TREASURE, an outstanding yellow; Mist O’Pink, an 
earlier attempt at pink; Bronya, a mahogany; and CREAM 
Tart, the smallest of this type. 

Although these earlier hybrid dwarfs provide a variety of 
color forms and patterns, we must continue to depend for 
the present on standard chamaeris varieties [SEE PAGE 78|

To the garden designer, iris is an in- 
valuable flower. It has all the qualities of 
a fine perennial: permanence, relative 
freedom from disease, infinite variety of 
size and color, a long period of bloom, 
good foliage throughout the season. To 
the iris fancier, a garden consisting only 
of iris may be a delight but to most of us 
combination with other perennials of the 
same season of bloom enhances the 
beauty of the iris themselves. 

The wide variation in height in the 
different species of iris adapts them for 
use in both the large and the small gar- 
den and in the front and the back of 
the border. During early May, low Iris 
pumila or the less common I. cristata or

gracilipes, used along the front edge of 
the perennial border, starts off the gar- 
dening season with a foretaste of great 
beauty to come. Alternated with blue 
polemonium, veronica or hardy white 
candytuft, they give a low sheet of bloom 
which is followed by good green foliage 
for the summer edging. 

Succeeding these early iris in period 
of bleom and also in height are the inter- 
mediate iris. This class has been badly 
neglected for some years but is now com- 
ing back into favor. They usually bloom 
about the same time as the garden tulips 
and are excellent used in combination 
with them. The blue, yellow or white of 
the iris flowers reaches only slightly

above the foliage and a little lower than 
most of the tulip blossoms.

Summer spotlight Onlp

UMMERTIME is geranium time! It is the season not 
only to enjoy geraniums’ full blaze of bloom in win- 
dow box and garden and to take cuttings from 
favorite plants to brighten winter window sills, but it 

is also the time to cast a roving eye around at the new and 
different varieties you might consider adding to your garden 
and house plant collection. Actually, today finds an un- 
precedented number of folks already doing just that, with 
nary a bit of urging needed, for many gardeners have 
already heard about today’s new and intriguingly different 
geraniums. As a result, there’s new interest in the whole 
geranium family. 

It’s interesting to note that this current upsurge of interest 
in geraniums is part of a larger pattern. It seems that every 
so often plant breeders develop fine new hybrids which 
bring into popular favor an hitherto neglected flower. We 
have recently witnessed such occurrences with hemerocallis 
and African violets. In 1953, the geranium is “it.” And, 
incidentally, today’s geranium craze, which ‘was predicted in 
1932 by E. R. James, is quite similar to the one in England 
in the 19th century. 

Hybridizing of pelargoniums (geranium is the common

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erm for the zonal pelargonium) has developed along many 
ines, although most of the several hundred species came 
from South Africa. But the new developments in the flowers 
if the common pot-plant geraniums I find of particular in- 
erest, for the results here are rich indeed. 

Just as dahlias, chrysanthemums and zinnias have all 
peen hybridized so that their bloom resembles that of other 
flower families, so have the blossoms of geraniums been 
modified in size and form by breeders. There are, for 
example, the phlox-flowered geraniums, capable of produc- 
ing wintertime blooms on house plants which could easily 
be mistaken for the clusters of annual or perennial phlox. 
There are also pansy and rosebud types. And then there are 
the odd, double, cactus-flowered geraniums, at least a few 
of which you should add to your house plant collection. 
Among the varieties available are Noel (pure white). Pink 
Poinsettia (double orchid-pink). Poinsettia (red), and Red

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Home Greenhouse 


NTIL_ recently, soil sterilization 
has been a problem to home 
greenhouse gardeners. We can’t 

do it with steam under pressure for one 
and a half hours as the florists do, but we 
can easily use one of the chemical prep- 
arations now available. For very small 
quantities of soil, such as used for start- 
ing seedlings. there are Formacide and 
Wilson’s Anti-Damp. Formacide is a 
powder that is mixed with the soil; Anti- 
Damp comes in liquid form and is used 
as a spray before planting. Both are ex- 
cellent damp-off preventatives. 

For large quantities of soil, I very 
much like a methyl bromide preparation 
—Dowfume MC-2—which does a real job 
of sterilizing. Methyl bromide is. of 
course, a dangerous poison, but don’t let 
that scare you. The gas includes a small 
amount of chloropicrin (tear gas), so you 
will know if there are escaping fumes. 
Greenhouse gardeners with common 
horse sense can use it without fear and 
the big things it does for your soil make it 
very worth while. Dowfume kills weed 
seeds (a tremendous help when you have 
planted slow-germinating seed), it con- 
trols fungus spores and nematodes and 
it eliminates soil insects. Since it comes 


in a sealed can which is used with a plas- 
tic hose dispenser and a plastic soil cover 
(see illustrations), you are never in seri- 
ous danger of being exposed to the gas. 
Dowfume MC-2 kits are available from 
larger garden suppliers in the right size 





You can sterilize greenhouse soil easily 
with a methyl bromide product available 
in kit form.

about $10.00 and includes 
enough polyethylene plastic film to cover 
100 square feet and four pounds of Dow- 
fume MC-2. Each one-pound can will 
sterilize 100 square feet of soil, which is 
enough to last the home greenhouse gar- 
dener for some time, and, of course, the 
plastic cover and dispenser may be used 
over and over again. 

Soil to be sterilized should be about 1 
foot in depth, and between 50° and 60° 
or higher. At this temperature soil 
should be exposed to the treatment for 48 
hours. Mix in manure. peatmoss, leaf- 
mold or whatever you add to your soil 
before sterilization. Tools. pots and seed 
flats can easily be treated at the same 
time. Pile the soil loosely. Build a frame 
to raise the cover a few inches above the 
soil. I used pots and firring strips be- 
cause they were on hand. String or wire 
would be satisfactory as long as care is 
taken not to rip the cover. A short length 
of pipe placed on the soil holds the plas- 
tic tube in position. The cover edges are 
held down with stones and sealed with 
soil and the can is then placed in the 
dispenser. A lever punctures the can and 
lets the gas pass through the _ tube. 
In a short time it is all over for the pests 
and your sterilized soil is ready to use 
in about 72 hours. I leave the cover 


over the soil to protect it from contamina- 
tion until needed.

method is that it must be done when the 
temperature of the soil is 50° to 60° or 
higher. Treatment at lower temperatures 
is not practical. This means most of us 
can use it only in summer, unless we have 
a warm shed or empty greenhouse avail- 
able during other seasons. 












Timely Tips 





This month offers excellent opportun- 
ities for starting the following plants 
that will fill the greenhouse with luxuri- 
ant blooms next winter. 


FROM SEED—Make final sowing of 
ANEMONES before June 5 for November 
to March flowers. Sow CALCEOLARIA and 
CINERARIA at 50°; keep plants cool dur- 
ing summer. Start cyclamen from seed 
now to flower in 16 to 18 months, or buy 
3- or 4-inch plants. Grow in sterilized 
soil to avoid mite or nematode infestation. 
Try varieties Salmon Scarlet, Saffron Red 
and Light Red for November flowers, 
white and Pink Pearl for December 
flowers. Sow the long-stem types of 
PANsiEs for cutting in a cool place in 
sterilized soil. 

STEVIA sown now flower by December. 
Transplant seedlings to coarse, loose soil, 
keep well watered till fall, then keep on 
dry side. Pinch when 6 inches, make 
final pinch before September 1. Sow 
Sweet Peas for winter flowers; shade 
seedlings to prevent burning.

But you'll find the “hapu” or 
fernwood containers made from its fib- 
rous trunk most attractive for growing 
kouse plants. 

The cibotium tree-fern which grows in 
the rain forest of Hawaii—primarily on 
the high slopes of Mauna Loa and Mauna 
Kea—has a girth as much as 4-feet 
across. Cross sections of the trunks are 
used in making jardinieres; slabs are 
made into totem poles and trays. 

Fernwood is fibrous and light in weight 
when dry. It has a high water-holding 
capacity but, because of its open nature, 


provides good drainage. Containers 
made of fernwood will absorb water 


from an outside source and distribute it

like a lampwick. This makes watering 
easy—just set the plants potted in fern- 
wood containers in a tray of water for a 
few minutes. Excess water will drain 
away when the plants are removed. 

_The fiber of the tree fern is tough and 
resistant to decay. Natural walks made 
of sections of the trunks and laid in a 
Hawaiian forest 40 years ago are still 
usable today. This long-lasting char- 
acteristic makes it valuable where per- 
manent plantings are made. 

Small pieces of fern trunks are sold as 
fernwood chips to be used for potting 
plants. The separated and milled fibers 
are marketed in various degrees of 
coarseness as potting mediums.  Fern- 
wood fiber is mildly acid and is suitable 
for growing orchids and anthuriums. >

Soil Sterilization 


I have collected some woods soil for 
my African violets. Will heating it in the 
oven kill all the insects and diseases? 
If so, what is the best procedure?—Mkrs. 
WitutiaM J. Hovsert (N.Y.) 


Heating soil in an oven to 190° and 
immediately cooling it will be sufficient 
sterilization. Pouring boiling water over 
the soil and covering with burlap for a 
while is also effective. So, too, is the 
use of formaldehyde. The rate used 
is 214 tablespoonsful of 40 per cent 
formaldehyde to a bushel of soil. The 
formaldehyde is mixed with six parts 
water and sprinkled over the soil. Then 
the soil is thoroughly mixed and let 
stand for 24 hours before used. 


Hardy Petunia 


Can you tell me if there is such a thing 
as a perennial or hardy petunia?—Mks. 
Joun E. Mumrorp (Pa.) 

There are no hardy petunias. Botani- 
cally, the petunia is a perennial, but only 


| in the tropics. 


Geranium Propagation 


Will you please tell me the best time 
to take Martha Washington geranium cut- 
tings and what is the best procedure?— 
RicHarp K. DonocuueE (Ind.) 


There are two possible times to take 


cuttings of Martha Washington gera- 
niums: spring, just after the flowering 


period, or September, just as new growth 
is beginning. The latter time is _pre- 
ferred. They are rooted in pure moist 
sand or vermiculite. Don’t take long 
cuttings, possible 3 inches. 


Lime Care 


What causes the fruits of my potted 
lime tree to drop when they have reached 
the size of a pea?—Mnkrs. Joun A. PETER- 
son (Conn.) 

The lime is a tropical fruit requiring 
all the heat the tropics are noted for. 
Any change in temperature at the time 
of fruit formation will cause fruit to 
drop. Overwatering, a heavy soil hold- 
ing too much water, not enough light, 
too much active fertilizer at flowering 
time or just plain house conditions could 
also cause fruit drop. 


Mildew on Lilac 


What is the best way to rid my lil«cs 
of mildew disease?—Mrs. W. L. Woiva 
(Ill. ) 


A dormant spray in spring before the 
buds sprout is the best way to rid lilacs 
of mildew disease. Use lime sulphur at 
the rate of one part to nine parts of 
water. This mixture is strong and should 
only be used when the plants are dormant. 


Oleander Care 


I have an oleander about 2 feet tall. I 
would like to know when to trim it back. 


—Mrs. JoHN Massarotte (Colo.) 
Oleanders brought indoors for the 


winter should be trimmed back to about 
one foot when setting them out in the 
summer. This will provide enough young 
shoots for flowers. 


Controlling Plant “Draw” 


I grow a number of plants on a glassed 
in sun porch but have a hard time con- 
trolling the “draw” of plants—that is, 
their leaning toward the light. Is there 
anything I can do to control this?—O. J. 
PAQUETTE ( Mass.) 


There is no way of controlling “draw” 
in plants except by light all around. 
Plants will always incline towards the 
light if the only source is from one di- 
rection. A skylight, if large enough to 
admit good light. would help. 


Gardenia Bud Drop 


I received a beautiful gardenia for 
Easter but all the buds dropped off after 
being perfectly developed. The plant 
looks healthy, but could it be diseased? 
Or is the pot too small?—Mkrs. R. Fucus 
(Pa.) 


Bud dropping-on gardenias is not due 
to disease or too small a pot but to envi- 
ronment. In greenhouses where they are 
grown commercially, the atmosphere is 
warm and humid. In the home it is dry. 
Dryness cannot be overcome by constant 
watering either. Very often bud dropping 
ceases when spring arrives. Many who 
grow gardenias put up with dropping 
buds during the winter and set the plant 
outdoors in summer where flowering is 
perfect. 


Annuals for Shade 


What are some annuals which will do 
well in shade?—Mrs. C. F. LAFEVERS 
(Tenn. ) 


The following annuals should do well 
in shade, provided it is part shade and not

pansy plants 


It is wise to prepare the pansy bed 
before the plants arrive so there will be 
no delay in setting them out. It is good 
practice to apply enough bonemeal to 
make the surface quite white before spad- 
ing or tiling. After setting out the plants, 
puddle them or give them a good soaking. 
Follow this with a booster solution made 
by adding two tablespoons of fish emul- 
sion to a gallon of water or use a com- 
plete soluble plant food following the 
directions of the manufacturer on the 
package. Apply a cupful to each plant 
and repeat every two weeks during the 
blooming season, 
watering first. 

Pansies like plenty of sun except in 
the hottest part of the day. Never try to 
grow them in full shade. If they become 
leggy they are not getting enough sun. 
Keep the plants away from buildings and 
trees that block off light and ventilation. 

Various mulching materials will pro- 
tect your pansies from drought and 
weeds. If possible. mulch the bed with 
manure, It can be used more generously 
if it is well rotted. 

If your plants are generously mulched, 
one thorough watering should do for 
a week unless the weather is extremely 
dry. Do not water in the late afternoon 
or evening unless you are prepared to 
contend with mildew.

The morning hours 
best for your 
pansy plants. However, we have watered 
in full temperatures over 100° 
and so assume there is no basis for the 
contention that pansy blooms will be 
damaged when watered in hot sun. 
Sparkling dark green pansy foliage 
indicates the plants are growing at their 
best. By regular feeding, thorough water- 
ing and mulching, your pansies should 
give you large sized flowers continuously 
over a long period.

Our First Season

ject. Now for a close-up view of the per- 
formance of these precocious stars. 

For the rock garden, | wanted minia- 
ture roses but was almost afraid to plant 
the littlh Pompon pe Paris (Pompon 
Ancien), a _ variety of R. chinensis 
minima (R. rouletti). because in our 
climate the latter crawls out from under 


| its coffee cup and literally ramps in the 
| sunshine, which blues its magenta pink 


petals to a disagreeable dowdiness. But 
Pompon de Paris, at the end of its first 
season, still carried its soft pink posies 


on a much smaller plant even than the 


i thrifts of bloom.

planted miniature OAKINGTON 
Rusy. The latter. unfortunately, had as 
a companion the lovely Talinum caly- 
cinum Cherry Sunbright, whose myriad, 
misty stems greeted every rising sun with 
huzzahs of the loudest magenta. We 
won't move the rose. which daily chal- 
lenged its belligerent companion in blos- 
som production, so talinum (which I 
still consider indispensable in any sunny 
rock garden) will this year have to find 
another pocket pal. preferably a blue one. 
Pixie’s wiry stems carried a constant 


newly 


crop of tiny, rice-grain buds, which 
opened to many-petaled, flat white 
blossoms. 


The polyanthas’ three outstanding per- 
formers were particularly gay spend- 
Maup E. GLADSTONE 
of a miniature Tausend- 
This vigorous. sprawling plant 
bore its pink and white blossoms in the 
same big bouquets but season through 
instead of for one brief burst of glory. 
A wealth of white fluted flowers banded 
broadly in pink were flaunted by La 
MarNgE, one of those lovely live-forevers 
admired by amateur and expert alike. 
THe Fairy was a study in contrast. A 
rugged plant 2 feet high and 3 feet in 
diameter, it carried an infinitude of tiny 
clustered blossoms wrought of the most 
exquisite artistry, each a fairy flower, 
crisp and waxen like a pink seashell. 

Dr. J. Horace McFarland considered 
the single hybrid tea Dainty Bess a most 
penurious personality. For us, however, 
she produced scalloped _ pink 
saucers in endless profusion, at the same 
time shaping a tall. sturdy plant for fu- 
ture abundant display. We planted 
MABELLE STEARNS in a bed of Lycoris 
squamigera or naked ladies, where its 
ultimate 6-foot width will be able to over- 
flow down a tiny slope. The extremely 
double. satiny blossoms of this hybrid 
setigera rose opened from a_ globular, 
sharply pointed bud almost the identical 
pink of their other bedfellows, the bruns- 
vigias. The latter sent their tall stems 
through Mabelle’s fast-widening maze of 
A gray wall trimmed in deep 
blue was the effective foil just back of 
these roses. The rambler PuHytuts BipE

won our admiration for its season-long 
display of colorful clusters—peach pet: ls 
furled tightly around green-gold hear’s, 

From its catalogue description, I hid 
considered the species rose ROSA Ciil- 
NENSIS MUTABILIS a mere novelty. Bui a 
generous nurseryman happened to .n- 
clude it as an extra last year and now 
this gardener will never be without it 
Yellow single blossoms opened from an 
orange bud and changed almost immedi- 
ately to deep rose. I’m sure I'm safe in 
saying there is no other rose with its 
unusual coloring. Each narrow petal, 
shimmering like crumpled silk, showed 
a whimsical twist. It was a gem in ar- 
rangements, while the big, densely 
branched bush with its clean, dark foli- 
age disdained by aphids proved itself to 
be of tremendous landscape value. 

By the season’s end STANWELL Per- 
PETUAL was already 6 feet in diameter 
and 3 feet tall! Big. flat. double flowers 
nestled in ferny foliage along the arch- 
ing branches. The perfumed beauty of 
their blush pink, intricately arranged 
petals was a perpetual delight. 

The yellow semiclimber BLOOMFIELD 
Dainty with its 4-inch, single, silken 
flowers was a model for continuity of 
bloom. This together with the 
lovely climber Betrnpa, a hybrid musk 
which carried its pink blossoms in huge, 
upright trusses, we planted on a wall 
behind a bed of massed michaelmas 
daisies. There their autumn color pro- 
vided a fine backdrop for the asters. 

MerRMAID needs no description. Widely 
planted, this hybrid bracteata is beloved 
for its practically perpetual production 
of soft yellow. dewy-eyed flowers. 

Since 1840 Hermosa has been the dar- 
ling of gardeners everywhere, who prize 
it for its continuous bloom, clean habit, 
moderate size and amiable adaptability. 
We planted this adored little China rose 
in the front corner of a hed dominated by 
Plumbago capensis. The two made a 
summer-long picture—a background of 
ethereal blue punctuated by Hermosa’s 
poignantly pink flowers of exquisite 
shape. 

Of the half dozen tea roses which we 
planted. Rosette Detizy was easily the 


rose, 





most. outstanding in first-year  per- 
formance. The compact, extremely 
twiggy plant was almost constantly 
covered with small. perfectly formed 
buds, clear cream in summer’s heat, 


ivory-centered carmine when the tem- 
perature dropped. But in all weather 
they were charming. This plant. inci- 
dentally. knows no pests nor diseases. 
I’ve never even seen an aphid on its 
tenderest new growth. 

CuinaA Dort’s§ 18-inch floribunda 
bushes were round cushions of pink. Tlie 
bloom was so closely massed that our 
three plants made a fine show all season. 
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Yellow roses usually fade quickly in 


the strong sunlight of our hot California 


alley, but the floribunda Go.piLocKs 
-ept its rich gold well. And the flowers, 
vhich were produced on a strong, shapely 
ramework, possessed that special charm 
which yellow roses hold for me. I know 
a peculiar pleasure from them all. From 
R. harisoni’s little flat flower with its 
soapy smell to the most elegant new hy- 
brid tea, they stir up a deep nostalgia. 
who want roses for cut 
flowers, and most of us do, should plant 
generous quantities of that thornless 
hybrid tea with floribunda-type habit 
CROWN OF JEWELS, more properly known 
as Little Beauty according to Dr. Mc- 
Farland. Its long-lasting quality as a 
cut flower is its biggest selling point, 
claim its introducers, and no advertising 
campaign ever carried a truer statement. 
We lived with these roses last year and 
filled the house with them those mo- 
ments when we couldn't be in the garden. 
We found that despite our highest tem- 
peratures the beautiful little buds of 
coral-rose would hold their place in an 
arrangement for days while other simi- 
larly treated roses collapsed in a few 
hours. Crown of Jewels is a_ precious 
product of the hybridizer’s skill. We need 
more roses of this hybrid tea’s classic 
beauty and stamina.

Actually, a third of the roses planted 
were bybrid teas. most of them varieties 
of quite recent introduction, and they 
were a source of the most exquisite antici- 
pation and fulfillment. Ill always re- 
member the immense pink buds of THE 
Doctor arranged with Chinese delphi- 
nium in two shades of blue. Not to be 
forgotten, too, were the living scarlet of 
New Yorker, the huge urn-shaped buds 
of SHow Girt so richly rose pink, the 
extravagant length of First Love’s slen- 
der pink bud, the carmine veining of 
SymMPHONIE’s softly rolled petals, the 
good-to-breathe fragrance of MirANpyY’s 
full-blown flower, the new-dawn radiance 
of Suzon LorruHe’s blended pinks, the 
bold crimson buds of CHARLES MALLERIN 
waving from 5-foot stems, the shrimp 
pink of Mission Betts blooming con- 
tinuously in its hot western exposure. 

This first season, however, most of the 
roses granted us just a foretaste of the 
glory to come. Rocer LAMBELIN pro- 
duced only a few of the flat, white- 
margined red velvet blossoms for which 
this hybrid perpetual is noted. But our 
small Bourbon SOUVENIR DE LA 
MALMAISON gave us more of those ex- 
quisite miracles of quartered, flesh pink 
petals than we expected. So permeated 
with perfume were these flowers that of 
the 109 rose varieties which bloomed this 
first season, we remember it 
the four which furnished the most de- 
lightful fragrance. The hybrid rugosa 
Bianc DousLe pe Cousert was another. 
Its tantalizing, unroselike odor is diffi-

we enjoyed every one of the many-petale:, 
soft pink blossoms that opened from iis 
bristly burs. 

Mme. ALBERT BARBIER, unique among 
hybrid perpetuals for its yellow-toned 
flowers, enchanted us with the starched 
stiffness of its full-blown form. Each 
petal had a will of its own, building a 
blossom that seemed carved of wax. 

We liked the habit of the shrub rose 
Hon. Lavy Linpsay. With its rugged 
constitution, it should soon form a plant 
3 feet tall and as wide. Even this first 
season, clusters of pointed buds of an 
unusual shade of pink covered the shrub 
constantly. The Dresden delicacy of 
coloring and the exquisite form of these 
buds were a rare delight. 

Basy ALBeric was tops. This little 
polyantha is the love of my life. If | 
could have but one small rose I would 
chose it. A low, sprawling, horizontally 
branched plant, it boasted big, pointed. 
dark green leaves with the most brightly 
polished surface I’ve seen in rose foliage. 
All season long, each of the plant’s 
precious fat little buds slowly opened to 
a deep blossom of 135 tiny petals. Al- 
though this elfin creation was normally 
colored a warm ivory, the plant now and 
then perversely produced an _ orange 
blossom or one shaded deep pink on the 
outer petals. 


The season’s end found the delight- 
ful ramblers VIOLETTE and GHISLAINE DE 
FELIGONDE already clambering over the 
top of the lath house and TAUSENDSCHON 
waving over the eaves of a nearby build- 
ing, while up-and-coming GOLDEN ‘PyrRa- 
MID was 15 feet on its way to the top of an 
old bay tree and BLoomrieLp CouraceE 13 
feet up on a gable end of the ‘house wall. 

This unrestrained rose rhapsody must 
end sometime, but I can’t close without 
mentioning the charms of a few others: 
the rich red hybrid tea buds Niccer Boy 
flaunts from a polyantha-type plant, the 
silver-pink symmetry of RosSENELFE, the 
scintillating charm of FASHION. 

All this color and fragrance, wild grace 
and flamboyant beauty, were developed 
from bare brown roots in the span of only 
nine short months!

YBRIDIZING DAYLILIES is a simple 
H process which any interested 
gardener can learn to do,” 
says Mrs. Sam D. Register of the Val- 
dosta, Georgia, Hemerocallis Society.

ize. The flower is large, containing one 
long pistil and six stamens with their 
pollen-bearing anthers. To pollinate, it 
is necessary to carefully remove the 
stamen of one flower and touch its anther 
to the stigma—the tip end of the pistil— 
of another flower. Then just wait until 
ihe seed pod develops and plant the seed 
when ripe. Seedlings should bioom the 
second year. 

In all breeding, the seedlings will have 
characteristics of both the pollen parent 
(the one from which the pollen was 
obtained) and the seed parent (the plant 
on whose stigma the pollen was placed).

up. For example, if we take a tall red 
variety in which tallness is the dominant 
characteristic and the red color recessive 
and cross it with a short yellow, where 
yellow is dominant and shortness reces- 
sive, the seedlings should be tall and 
yellow. However, if these seedlings are 
in turn crossed with one of the parents 
(back crossed), recessive characteristics 
may appear. 

The experienced hybridizer works to- 
ward a certain characteristic or color by 
establishing the characteristics of va- 
rieties which would appear when crossed 
and thus produce the results he wants. 
The hybridizer raises many seedlings 












and keeps complete records of the chai- 
acteristics present in each. In this way) 
he discovers the traits which are carrie | 
over and those which are present but 
recessive and so do not appear. It is the 
recessive traits. as well as the dominant 
traits, which the experienced hybridizer 
must establish and bring out in order 
to produce new and better varietie.. 
Even the rank amateur, purely by 
chance, may select two daylilies which 
have the dominant and recessive char- 
acteristics to produce a new and spec 
tacular variety. It is this possibility 
which makes amateur hybridizing the 
fascinating hobby that it is.»

petals have fallen. Stick it in the 
ground in a shaded spot, cover it with 
a glass jar and keep it watered. It 
may reward you with a plant. 
Propagating roses from cuttings is 
not at all difficult. In fact, it’s a rather 
fascinating experiment. Cuttings may 
be taken any time during the growing 
season. Shoots with flower buds just 
about to open are fine but experience 
shows us that stems taken after the 
petals have fallen are also satisfactory. 
The best cuttings are of hardened 
intermediate between soft 
and hard wood. Cut the stem 6 to 8 


inches long so there will be two or 
three eyes or buds and about the same 
number of leaves. Plunge the slips in 
cold water for a half hour or more. 

Sand and fine gravel are favorite 
mediums in which to root 
cuttings but for the last few years we 
have had good results with peatmoss 
and humus worked into the propagat- 
ing bed. We feel, then, that nourish- 
ment is supplied to the cuttings as soon 
as the roots form and the need for 
disturbing the roots by early trans- 
planting is eliminated. 

Remove the lower leaf but retain the 
upper ones. Dip the base of the stem 
in a rooting hormone before inserting 
in the rooting medium. Make a hole in 
the soil with a stick and insert the 
cutting so that-it is about 3 inches 
deep and one or two nodes (junction 
of the leaf and stem) are buried. The 
soil should be pressed firmly about 
the slip and given a thorough watering 

In about six or eight weeks some of 
the cuttings will have new. shoots. The 
jar cover may be removed at this time 
but we prefer to leave it on until the 
following spring when the tiny plant 
is moved to its ,permanent location. 

It is important to protect the cutting 
from direct sunlight. An adequate sup-

ply of moisture is another “must;” never 
permit the soil to dry out. 
Propagating roses from cuttings is 


slow for it takes several years before 
a reasonably good plant can be grow! 
If, however, you don’t mind waitin: 
try your skill at starting a few—yo 
may find it quite fascinating.

News on Packing Plants 


PENING a package of plants left by 
the postman is a real thrill when 


the plants arrive in good condition. 
But it’s no thrill if plants arrive either 


withered from lack of water or covered 
with mold from too much. 
With the development of Aerocor 


fiberglas science has now taken much of 
the guess-work out of wrapping plants. 
It all started recently when 200 rare 
primrose seedlings blazed a pioneering 
trail from Oregon to New York, snugly 
wrapped in a soft, moistened blanket of 
Aerocor. After five days of rail travel. 
the plants arrived in perfect condition. 


This new material, made of exceed- 
ingly fine fibers of glass. is a product 
of the Owens-Corning Fiberglas Corpo- 
ration and the credit for devising the 
new method of shipping plants goes to 
Lew Levy of Barnhaven Gardens, prim- 
1ose specialist in Gresham, Oregon. 
Here’s how Mr. Levy puts the material 
to use: 


A strip of Aerocor is first submerged in 
water, then smoothed out to remove the 
water. Then, one by one. the 
primrose seedlings are laid on the strip 
at 2%-inch intervals. When ten seed- 
lings have been placed on the 30-inch 
strip, it is rolled up, making a neat little 
bundle with the root system of each 
plant in contact with the moisture-hold- 
ing fiberglas.

isirors to Great Britain this year 

will do well to seize the oppor- 

tunity to view firsthand some of the 
world’s finest examples of topiary—an 
opportunity which may not be available 
many years to come. For the ancient, 
eye-intriguing art of topiary—with its 
sheared figures and geometric designs— 
is fast becoming a lost art. Never prac- 
ticed extensively in America, today even 
in Great Britain, topiary is gradually be- 
ing discontinued on the big estates be- 
cause of the large amount of time re- 
‘quired to trim the intricate figures and 
the increasing cost of that time. Last 
year I visited some of the larger gardens 
there and photographed a number of the 
excellent topiary designs which still re- 
main. The photos presented herein may 
well constitute one of the last pictorial 
records of this time-honored but now 
near-passé art. 

But before going on to description of 
the gardens visited, I’d like to say a word 
about the interesting combination of cir- 
cumstances which first gave rise to the 





TOPIARY ...a lost art |:

practice of topiary in the British Isles 
and on the continent. Four hundred years 
ago people there were too busy fighting 
for mere existence to be interested in 
gardening of any kind. Exotic plants 
(even such now-common ones as lilacs 
and laurels) were practically nonexistent. 
This was due not only to the lack of 
interest in plants generally but also to 
the fact that ocean voyages were so long 
and hazardous that few such plants ever 
reached Britain at all. 

As times became more settled and liv- 
ing conditions bettered, people found a 
new leisure and many began to turn to 
gardening to beautify their home grounds, 
being limited in their plantings, of course, 
to the meager native stock available. 

Along about this time, a utilitarian 
impetus to gardening appeared. Farm- 
lands were being divided into smaller 
and smaller parcels as the population 
increased. The important problem of 
how to divide these lands posed itself, 
barbed wire fencing being then, of 
course, unknown. The problem was

size. As these hedgerows gained popu- 
larity, similar hedges started to be 
lanted to ornament living quarters areas, 
he slower-growing and more decorative 
yew, boxwood and holly being used. 
Probably as a relief from the common 
farmland hedging, these were clipped 
into ornamental designs and figures— 
and the art of topiary was born, an art 
which was to be avidly pursued for cen- 
turies——until its present-day decline. 

One of the best remaining examples of 
topiary work I saw in England is at 
Hidcote, the home of Major Lawrence 
lohnston now under the jurisdiction of 
the Royal Horticultural Society and the 
National Trust. This beautiful garden 
is in the Campden area of the Cotswolds 
in western England. It is really a series 
of outdoor rooms, screened or separated 
from each other by clipped hedges or 
shrubbery screens. Several interesting 
figures have been fashioned from _ box- 
wood and yew, and for years a number of 
taller hedges have been kept formally 
and meticulously sheared. 

Crathes Castle near Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, the picturesque home of Major 
General Sir James and Lady Burnett of 
Leys, boasts several magnificent examples 
of yew topiary planted in the 18th cen- 
tury. These are simple massive designs, 
some of them 20 feet tall and nearly as 
broad as they are tall. [SEE NEXT PAGE]

Topiary [Continvep] 


One of the oldest collections of topiary 
work in Great Britain is at Headfort 
Castle, Kells, County Meath, Ireland. 
Here the same topiary designs—huge 
hedges and rounded arbors—have been 
clipped from the same yew plants for 
400 years. It is stirring to realize, as 
one stands gazing at these plantings, that 
they must have created quite a display 


long before the Pilgrims landed in 
America. 


The most intriguing topiary I saw is 
the collection of figures on the estate of 
the Marchioness of Londonderry on the 
outskirts of Belfast. This beautiful es- 
tate is one of the outstanding show places 
in northern Ireland. The topiary figures. 
strangely enough, have all been fashioned 
from the fast-growing Monterey cypress 
native to our own Pacific Coast. The main 
hedge, which has been allowed to grow 
about 7 feet tall, is topped with clipped 
figures depicting the hunt—severa! 
hounds chasing a stag, a horseback rider 
and a hunter who. the Marchioness told 
me, went out looking for a stag but all 
he came home with was a rabbit over his 
shoulder! There was also a_ sailboat 
and, as a central point of interest in the 
garden, a harp on a pedestal. It is hoped 
that such interesting plantings can be 
maintained, for certainly there are few 
competitors to be found in gardens here 
in America. 

The topiary garden was only a small 
part of this large estate, which included 
lovely water gardens, azalea and wild 
gardens and an extensive vegetable gar- 
den, the soil. wired with electric cable to 
force vegetables in early spring when 
the weather is still rather cool. 

Simple topiary hedges are to found in 
many private gardens in the British Isles, 
including the one at Nymans, the 1,000- 
acre estate of Lt. Colonel L. C. R. Messel 
in Haywards Heath, Sussex. The main 
house burned down a few years ago, but 
in the gardens nearby are some excellent 
yews painstakingly clipped into geo- 
metric figures. 

The fashioning of figures and geo- 
metric designs is not difficult but takes 
time and patience. A branch must be 
trained in just the right way—trimmed 
here and let grow there—possibly tied a 
bit to force the right kind of growth at 
just the right place. Slow-growing box- 
wood and yews are more easily cared for 
than faster-growing privet or Monterey 
cypress (Cupressus macrocarpa), tiie 
former requiring trimming only once a 
year, the latter, several times each season. 

But in any event, it takes patience, 2 
steady hand and a keen eye to clip and 
sheer in just the right way and place. 
The examples of topiary given here show 
how delightful this sculpture in living 
green can be

[From PAGE 49] geraniums, whose eye- 
catching leaf markings entitle them to 
membership in our “unusual geraniums” 
club. Although the many-colored foliage 
of the variety Skies of Italy has been ad- 
mired in public parks and gardens in 
Europe for many years, in America the 
growing of decorative-foliage varieties 
has but recently become a must for a 
goodly number of gardeners. particularly 
for flower arrangers whose gardens pro- 
vide their own material. The hybrid Mrs. 
Cox is the most spectacular variety of 
this type. 

The scented-leaved geraniums. too, 
merit a mention in any discussion of un- 
usual geraniums. Old-timers among these 
species plants include the rose-, nutmeg-, 
and lemon-scented geraniums. while 
newly available ones are the strawberry, 

















mint and lime geraniums. 

The aroma of the lime geranium is ap- 
| parently several times stronger than the 
| foliage of the lime trees growing in my 
garden. It is so strong that the govern- 
| ment is sponsoring experiments to deter- 
| mine whether lime-scented geraniums can 
| be used as a commercial source for the 
| equivalent of oil of lime. These scented 
| varieties are useful in cooking and for 
making sachets, and should be in every 
herb garden. 

The culture of these novelty geraniums 
is no different from that of common 
ones. The geranium is more tolerant of 
varied growing conditions than almost 
any other flower. Certainly it is more 
easily grown than any other house plant. 
It is extremely tenacious of life, succumb- 
ing to no diseases and failing only when 
exposed to actual frost or given too much 
water. It does not require humidity, but 
on the contrary survives extreme heat and 
drought much better than excess soil or 
air moisture. It is so resistant to drought 
that the bare plants may be hung during 
winter in the cool jelly cellar. and are 
easily revived when repotted in spring to 
produce growth for fresh cuttings. Cut- 
tings may be made at any time of year. | 
Those taken now will bloom on winter | 
window sills, while September cuttings 
may be used next spring as bedding 
plants or for the outdoor window box. 

A final word on landscaping with gera- 
niums, which are well known to be one 
of the most useful subjects both for the 
house and in the garden border. When

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Plants for Paving Stones 


VISITORS WILL LINGER ON YOUR GARDEN PATHS IF CHARMING 
CARPETING PLANTS ARE TUCKED COZILY IN EACH CREVICE 


ouNT yourself lucky if your garden path is paved 
with stones, for it can be developed into a charming 
byway. All you need are paving plants—and there 
are plenty from which to choose. These can be used, of 
course, to accent not only paths but walls and terraces, too. 

A good paving plant is neat in habit and has the ability 
“to sit tight.” Rampant plants such as alyssum, candytuft 
and nepeta should be reserved to soften the straight-cut 
edges of the walk. Here they may sprawl at will. For the 
path itself, plants should be chosen to insure comfortable 
walking for you and your guests. To grow well, they will 
need good drainage and from 2 to 4 inches of soil in the 
spaces between the stones. To prevent the paving plants 
from becoming woody and thick, you can cut them back 
close to the ground after flowering to allow new growth 
to develop among the stones. 

Nature has generously saved many small gems for low 
plantings, where their miniature loveliness can best be 
appreciated. You will find the Corsican sandwort. Are- 
naria balearica, a beauty. A tiny glossy-leaved carpeter. it 
creeps far and wide when established and, in time, may 
strangle every plant within its reach unless controlled. 
It is equally happy in either sun or shade if the soil is cool. 


Brought to this country from the Balearic Isles in the 
Mediterranean, the Corsican sandwort has proved question- 
ably hardy north of New York, except in protected loca- 
tions. The mossy green foliage, which is covered with tiny, 
brilliant white flowers, makes a fairy-like carpet not over 
3 inches high. Another variety. A. verna caespitosa (A. 
caespitosa) or moss sandwort. is larger and blooms all sum- 
mer long providing a continuous display. 

There are several candidates for your garden path among 
the bellflowers or campanulas. C. garganica, a compact 
plant 3 to 6 inches tall, is literally smothered in June with 
starry blue flowers. The Dalmatian bellflower. C. por- 
tenschlagiana, is one of the loveliest and most useful of 
the smaller campanulas. It blooms almost continuously, its 
large violet-blue bells held on erect 6- to 9-inch stems. C. 
caespitosa (C. pusilla) blooms from July to October, form- 
ing dense mats 4 to 6 inches high, dotted with dainty pale 
blue flowers of enchanting beauty. 

Tuck the alpine pink, Dianthus alpinus, in a protected 
nook. It is most effective at the base of a stone step and will 
grow contentedly there. For such a dwarf plant, with tiny, 
narrow leaves and slender stems, it produces a liberal 
amount of large pink flowers during June and July. One

little plant in my own garden only 6 inches tall put forth 
27 flowers, each nearly an inch across. The white variety, 
D. alpinus albus, is not quite as showy. 

The creeping gypsophila, Gypsophila repens, is an attrac- 
tive trailing carpeter which does well in dry places. All 
summer the pink or white blossoms drift in misty clouds 
above mounds of silvery-gray foliage. 

The toadflaxes, or linarias, have especial individuality. 
Linaria alpina is a trailing dwarf alpine with narrow blue- 
gray leaves. The sprawling flower stems, about 4 inches 
high, make a mat of foliage for the flowers, which are 
lilac-blue with flaming orange throats. L. alpina rosea has 
pale pink flowers with orange throats. The loveliest toadflax 
of all, I think, is Cymbalaria hepaticaefolia (Linaria 
hepaticaefolia), the liverleaf toadflax. Its deep green 
fleshy leaves are kidney-shaped and turn a soft plum color 
in the fall. It makes a low mat and spreads rapidly, bloom- 
ing almost continuously from May until frost. The flowers, 
wiich are considerably larger than those of the other 
toadflaxes, are light blue with a white throat. 

One of the best creepers for carpeting large areas is 

‘azus pumilio. Less than half an inch high, it forms a 

nse carpet of clear green. The starry blossoms are lilac- 

ie with a white throat. 

The requien mint, Mentha requieni, is well worth trying 

establish, even though it is apt to be tender. It prefers 

cool and somewhat sheltered position.

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mauve flowers in loose whorls. The chai m 
of this tiny mint lies in the delightiul 
peppermint fragrance given off by the 
leaves when they are stepped on. 

The mossy saxifrages are good ‘or 
planting in crevices. Saxifraga decipiens 
makes a dense cushion about 3 inclies 
high, with large white flowers in May and 
June. It prefers part shade and a cool 
soil, S. decipiens bathoniensis has scar!et- 
crimson flowers on stems 10 inches high, 

The thymes, too, rank high as paving 
plants. All of the smaller kinds are good 
and provide dense mats of foliage. 
Thymus serpyllum, or mother-of-thyme, 
is a lovely carpeter with its creeping 
habit and handsome dark green leaves. 
During the summer, the green carpet is 
transformed into clouds of lilac-purple 
flowers. The crimson thyme, T. serpyllum 
coccineus, is a showier plant with bril- 
liant carmine flowers. 

For a downy gray carpet of exquisite 
softness, the woolly thyme, T. serpyllum 
lanuginosus, is unequaled. Its flowers 
are pink, and in the late fall, the gray- 
green leaves take on a rosy tinge. Not 
more than 3 inches high, the woolly thyme 
covers large areas with its billowy soft- 
ness. The thymes thrive in dry. sunny 
places with poor soil. When the leaves 
are stepped on, especially after a rain, 
the air becomes refreshingly fragrant. 

The dainty tunicflower, Tunica saxi- 
fraga, is a fragile jewel which blooms all 
summer long. The wiry stems, less than 
8 inches high, bear masses of pale rose 
or white flowers. There is a double 
white form and a semidouble deep pink. 

Among the low-growing speedwells. or 
veronicas, are many worth-while plants. 
The comb speedwell, from Asia Minor, 
Veronica pectinata, is one of the best. 
The trailing stems and_ ascending 
branches are covered with gray hairs. so 
that the effect is of a soft woolly carpet. 
In May this speedwell is covered with a 
wealth of deep blue flowers, with white 
stamens and centers. There is an equally 
attractive pink variety with pale pink- 
and-white flowers. Another member of 
this family which’ takes to crevices is the 
densely tufted rock speedwell, V. lati- 
folia (V. rupestris). 

There are a number of other plants 
that lend themselves well to a paving 
stone planting. Among them are the 
carpet bugle, Ajuga reptans, with white 
or bluish-purple flowers; the Geneva 
bugle, Ajuga genevensis. with blue 
flowers; purple-flowered Satureia al- 
pina; and (Calamintha alpina) alpine 
savory or the maiden pink, Dianthus 
deltoides, the flowers of which are red or 
pink with a crimson eye. 

And don’t forget the many varieties of 
low-growing primroses, the starry }lue 
forget-me-not or the sempervivums 0F 
houseleeks. Many of the paving plants 
listed here are also well adapted for 
planting between the flags of a terroce 
or in the crevices of a rock wall. 
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Planting Plans 


FROM PAGE 47] the border yellow may 
be combined with blue, or cream with 
pink and dark red or dark purple with 
light blue. The possibilities are almost 
endless but it takes observation of the 
plants while they are actually in bloom 
to make sure which shades are best to- 
eether. In general, the blended or multi- 
toned kinds are interesting at close range 
and for cutting or specimen purposes but 
seen at a distance and in a general 
garden picture they are likely to look 
a little muddy and less interesting than 
the primary colors. 

Excellent foil for the iris are the 
green leaves of tall baptisia with the blue 
flowers coinciding with the last of the iris. 
The unfolding leaves and buds of peonies 
contrast well with the spiky leaves of 
iris. The earliest of the peonies, par- 
ticularly the old-fashioned type and some 


of the singles, will often bloom with the 
last of the tall bearded iris—a combina- 
tion much to be desired. Painted daisies 
(Pyrethrum hybridum) in the pink and 
rose tones are excellent with blue iris or 
cream colored ones. Occasionally pale 
rose shades of pyrethrum look well with 
some of the dark red iris varieties. Best 
of all perennials to accompany the iris is 
probably columbine. The colors blend 
perfectly with almost all of the iris and 
the delicacy of stem and flower makes 
iris look handsomer and bolder. 

Iris is a flower for everyone’s garden 
whether chosen for accent plants as fine 
specimens or for sheets of bloom making 
up most of the May garden. Iris multiply 
almost too well for most of us and their 
versatility is likely to be the downfall of 
anyone who really studies the new iris 
catalogues.»

[From PAGE 44] plastic wire glass, such 
as that frequently used in chicken houses. 
Keep the plants bone dry during the 
summer and fall. Oncocyclus, even more 
than regelias, must have this hard bak- 
ing to insure next spring’s flowers—in- 
deed, to survive. By November or early 
December, some varieties will show new 
growth. It is then time to plunge the 
pots and begin the cycle once more. 
One of the best oncocyclus is the 
mourning iris, I. susiana. It is admired 
for its subtle, close-up beauty, with gray 
flowers heavily lined and speckled with 
dark purple and a striking black signal 
patch. As with all oncos, there is only one 
flower to a stem. Iris HAYNEI has 
bright, light mulberry standards, crim- 
son-black falls and a_ black signal 
patch. Iris atropurpurea is the reddest 
of the oncos, not as heavily veined as I. 
susiana. Iris lorteti is expensive, but 
many think it the most beautiful of all 
iris, appearing as an orchid-pink globe, 
sometimes 7 or 8 inches in diameter. 
Crimson dots shade into a crimson-black 
signal patch. Nuicricans, dark violet- 
black, is sometimes called the black iris. 
Among the striking regelias, which 
usually have two flowers to a stem, is 
Iris korolkowi, in several different colors. 
Two of the best are KorotKow1 Pink, 
a creamy pink with maroon veins and 
Korotkow! Brown AND GREEN, silvery 
White merging to maroon with a brown 
heard on an olive-green and chocolate 
sgnal patch. Iris hoogiana is a “must” 
in every collection of regelias. It is 
e truest blue of any iris, with near 
‘rfect form. A bright gold beard height- 
is the satiny color. A variety, I. hoogi- 
ena Bronze Beauty, is bronze-lavender, 
vine red and cream.

The regelia hybrids are crosses of dif- 
ferent regelia iris. One of these is Lucta, 
wine red, with the bluest beard imagin- 
able. Another, VULCANUS, is 
bronze and crimson with a dark blue 
beard.

[From PAGE 42] sional top dressing of 
fertilizer around the clumps. This wil! in. 
sure floriferousness and keep the plants 
in a vigorous growing condition. ‘he 
danger of insect infestation is so neg’ igi- 
ble it is hardly worth while to dust or 
spray them. 

Be sure to clip off the dense mass of 
withered leaves early in March before 
growth commences. It is also a wise pre- 
caution to keep the soil around the 
clumps free of weeds and to prevent the 
encroachment of grasses. Once grasses 
penetrate a clump, it is very hard to eradi- 
cate them. 

Siberian iris are among the few flowers 
that have no confusion of varieties from 
which to choose. The best of the modern 
ones, all comparatively inexpensive, are: 
SNowcrEst and TUNKHANNOCK, white; 
GATINEAU and Coot Sprinc, pale blue; 
Mountain Lake, bright medium blue; 
LLEWELLYN, tall lavender-blue; Tropic 
Nicut, rich deep blue; Carsar’s Brotu- 
ER, bright purple; HELEN Astor, mauve; 
Eric THE Rep, magenta; and Tycoon, 
violet-blue, the largest of the Siberians.>

plantings because they are more numer- 
ous. Even in this category much improve- 
ment is evident. PatH oF GoLp is our 
best yellow; Moon GLeEAM, a fine cream 
of excellent form; LittLe Exsa, a yellow 
and white bicolor; SCHNEKUPPE the best 
white; with dark red Tiny Tony and 
Mulberry Littte Jewett always in fa- 
vor. BLAzon, StyLisH and Biur Mascor 
are still scarce, but Buzzer, Prairie Gem, 
Brack Muincet, Rose Mist and Pink 
Mauve are available and well worth 
growing. 

The species iris, such as I. cristata, I. 
innominata, I. reticulata. I. gracilipes 
and other beardless types. are low-grow- 
ing but are seldom associated with or 
known as dwarf iris, although some 
bloom with the dwarfs and are excellent 
in every way. However, they do require 
more specialized culture than dwarf 
bearded iris. A rather acid soil is neces- 
sary. and they apparently prefer a half 
shady exposure. Iris cristata seems to 
grow best under midwestern and eastern 
conditions. f 

Dwarf bearded iris planted after mid- 
July bloom the next spring and by the 
following year you should have a good 
clump. Buy plants from reputable grow- 
ers and insist upon named varieties of 
your own selection, rather than a cheap, 
disappointing collection. Remember tat 
you are investing in permanent. plants

[From pace 43] moisture is lacking may 
produce 6-inch flowers on 2-foot stems. 

Japanese iris will not thrive in poor or 
alkaline soils. In fact, lime is fatal. The 
soil must be neutral to slightly acid, a 
pH reading of 7 to about 6.5. Heavy clay 
or loam soil well enriched with rotted 
manure is preferable. Drainage is not 
an important factor as the wild Iris 
kaempferi chiefly in mountain 
marshes in Japan. 

Japanese iris are very hardy and once 
established will endure sub-zero tempera- 
tures. Their native range extends from 
northern Japan where winters reach 40° 
below zero to southern Japan with frost- 
free winters. Consequently, any plant 
losses are more likely due to lack of 
attention to soil or moisture conditions 
than low temperature. 

Propagation may be by plant division 
or seeds. Japanese iris grow readily from 
seed and will bloom the year following 
early spring sowing. Unless the seeds 
were produced by controlled polleniza- 
tion seedlings will be predominantly 
single-flowered. Plants may be divided in 
early spring or anytime after flowering 
until early fall. In the North spring 
planting is usually recommended, but in 
warm climates with hot dry summers fall 
planting is best. Plant divisions will not 
bear flowers of maximum size until the 
second year and as long as a plant ap- 
pears vigorous and blooms satisfactorily, 
it may remain undisturbed. Liberal ap- 
plications of rotted-manure or commer- 
cial acid fertilizers in early spring and im- 
mediately after flowering will postpone 
the necessity for dividing and transplant- 
ing. Weak, stunted growth and little or 
no bloom on old clumps indicate that 
division is needed. Japanese iris are both-

ered little by garden pests or plant dis. 
eases. Thrips, perhaps the worst enemy, 
are easily controlled by sprays or dusts,

If you live in a humid climate any- 
where between Wisconsin and Texas or 
between Massachusetts and Washington, 
you may enjoy the beauty of these native 
Southland plants and grow them without 
bog or pond culture. 

You'll need deep, 
organic 


fertile soil, full of 
matter and high in the essential 
elements of plant food, namely, nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash. 
Manure, from rotted 
or other vegetative materials or peatmoss 
are all highly satisfactory if used in suf- 
ficient quantity. A mulch about 2 inches 
deep is needed in the North for winter 
protection and throughout the 
country to protect the rhizomes from the 
heat of the sun.

(Fro 1 PAGE 40] was the first to attempt 
improvement of the iris, and a blue and 
white plicata of his named Mme. Chereau 
can s'ill be found in a few catalogues. 
He was followed by Vilmorin and Millet. 

Then around 1900 new and _ larger- 
fowered varieties were introduced into 
England from Mesopotamia and had a 
tremendous influence in changing the 
iris into the larger flower we know to- 
day. This work was begun in England 
by Sir Michael Foster and was carried 
on by A. J. Bliss whose iris Dominion 
was the first to have velvety falls. These 
years mark an important milestone in 
the history of iris hybridizing. From 
these early beginnings came the great 
work of W. R. Dykes and others who 
created the iris we know today. Unfor- 
tunately Dykes never lived to see his 
creat yellow namesake bloom, but it 
was titled in his honor by his widow who 
varried on his work. 

The work then spread to America, 
where E. B. Williamson and Grace 
Sturtevant worked contemporaneously 
with M. Cayeux in France. In the 1920’s 
William Mohr and Sydney Mitchell of 
California began crossing a tall bearded 
plicata named Parisiana with the onco- 
eyclus Gatesi, and from this experiment 
came the famous hybrid bred by Mr. 









Mohr and named for him after his death 
by Professor Mitchell. The introduction 
of William Mohr marked another mile- 
stone in the history of bearded iris and 
its effects stretch far into the future. 
There are unlimited possibilities in com- 
bining the exotic beauty of oncocyclus 
iris with sturdiness of the tall bearded 
sorts to produce a new race of hybrids 
more beautiful than anything already 
achieved. The Mohr hybrids and other 
mcobreds are legion and ever increasing 
in number, supplying new and unbe- 
lievable colors in the iris rainbow. One 
of the new ones is Greenmohr, a variety 
with definitely chartreuse tones. Pro- 
fessor Mitchell’s death was a great loss 
to the iris world, but his work is being 
carried on by Clarence White, Tom 
Craig and others who each year create 
new and more startling hybrids. 

Much more, of course, could be said 
about the fascinating history of bearded 
iris and the many great names asso- 
tiated with it. But, instead, with this 
background in mind, I would like to tell 
you about the exciting new colors in 
bearded iris you can choose from today. 

If you are looking for yellow iris, you 
can choose from two main groups—the 
orange varieties and those described as 
‘lemon -ice.” Among the orange shades 


are RocKET, a startling creation combin- 
Ing yellow standards with definitely 
orang: falls, and ARAB CHIEF, a blend 


of gol’, copper and red best described as 
burnt range. In the newer lemon-ice 
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Iris—The Bearded Types 


group are Moon.LicHt Maponna, “per- 
fect beyond a dream . . . a clear lemon- 
ice color, with a frosty sparkle and an 
elusive hint of green,” MATTIE GATES 
and Coot Lemonape, the latter intro- 
duced by Muhlestein. 

Chartreuse tones, which are a step 
nearer the pure green flowers sought for 
the future, are found in CHAR-MAIZE, sea 
foam blended with deep yellow; GREEN 
PasturRES, chartreuse-yellow touched 
with blue at the tip of the yellowish olive 
beard; GREEN SHADOWs; and a low- 
growing intermediate variety GREEN 
Spot, Lapy Monr, a recent sensation, 
has a touch of chartreuse in the falls. I 
recently imported the greenish ivory 
NaTtaL from England and am looking 
forward to its debut in my garden. 

Lovers of the apricot blends, which 
Lloyd Austin describes as “color har- 
monies in rose, gold, peach and amber,” 
will like Prairie SUNSET which won the 
Dykes Award in 1943 and is still a top- 
ranking favorite. Its flowers combine all 
the tints of the sun setting on the prairie. 
Also in this color class are SUNSET BLAZE 
and MELLowGLow, described as “deep 
peach, amber and apricot flushed with 
pink.” CascADE SPLENDOR is an exquisite 
blend of pink, gold, tan and apricot. 

Rich browns ‘strike an unusual note 
among garden flowers, and some of the 
best iris in this group, including the 
famous Topacco Roap, Pretty Quap- 
ROON and THotMes III, have been de- 
veloped by Kleinsorge. ARGUS PHEASANT, 
introduced by De Forest, is a golden 
brown descendant of Tobacco Road and 
the winner of the coveted Dykes Award 
for 1952. THe TANNER, introduced by 
Muhlestein in 1951, is mustard-tan, a new 
color note in the brown class. Lloyd 
Austin’s fancy PLacer Main, a 1952 in- 
troduction, combines buff with orange 
and is flushed with lavender. AMBER JEM 
blends the jewel tones of chestnut and 
gold. Gems oF Topaz again strikes the 
jewel note, with tawny gold and topaz, 
and the garnet is represented in RuUSSET 
MANTLE, with tan standards and garnet- 
brown falls. 

Redder tones can be found in Soup 
MAHoGany, a huge iris that adds glow- 
ing majesty to the garden, PACEMAKER, 
a smooth, velvety red, and TECHNICOLOR, 
a glowing ruby-mahogany. True spec- 
trum red has not yet been achieved, but 
RANGER, one of the finest crimsons, and 
Rep Vator, another jewel-toned beauty, 


provide gorgeous shades of this color. 


If you like the metallic bronze and 
copper combinations, there are many iris 
to choose from. JULIET, a descendant of 
Prairie Sunset with copper, salmon and 
burnt orange combined, is highly popu- 
lar. A plant I sent to a friend in Eng- 
land received widespread admiration 
there. Casa Morena is a magnificent

Aster Blandie 


e@] think that I must have seen the ut- 
most in white asters when I saw a near- 
perfect specimen of aster Blandie last 
fall. I suspect that the gardener had 
given the plant more attention than he 
thought he had for there was scarcely an 
imperfect leaf on its stately stature of 
four feet and it looked like a mound of 
snow. Such perfection does not come 
from haphazard culture even though one 
has a splendid variety to start with. The 
gardener said that the plant came from 
Saxton & Wilson, Maplewood, Oregon.

© We of the colder sections have missed 
the highest quality in plums because tlie 
really good ones were too tender for our 
winters. That has been changed now 
that the Minnesota Experiment Station 
has turned its attention to plum breed- 
ing.
